Incidentally, the current issue of RSEMS , "Remote 
Sensing of the Electro Magnetic Spectrum", Vol. 4, Nol 5T July 
1977, has a long article on an archeological study done in the 
Southeast. This is the AAG's remote sensing journal, $3.00 a year 
bargain, in case you're not a subscriber. No doubt that the high 
altitude, high resolution photography is useful, though the study 
mentioned was CIR at 1:6000 and 1:12000 - like shooting fish in a 
barrel!

I suspect more 
than one potential candidate here now favorably inclined.
